Kentu ck y, and the Cu mberland Pres­ 
byterian 
chu rch 
in Nashville, Ten­ 
nessee. 


The latest consolidation idea among 
the leader in the northern Presby­ 
terian chu rch, officially k nown as the 
Presbyterian chu rch in the IT. S. A. 
is a u nion with the United Presby­ 
terian chu rch and the Congregational 
chu rches. 
Of cou rse, a strong aifort 
lias been made for some time to u nite 
the northern and sou thern (U 
S.i 
chu rches, which were separated 
at 
the time of the Civil war and which 
have no difference in form of govern­ 
ment or creed except that the sou th­ 
ern branch is considered to be more 
conservative. 


If there is to he any consolidation 
at all. the proposed u nion with 
the 
Congr-gaicnal cl u rches seems most 
probable. 
The 
Congregational 
and 
Presbyterian chu rches always 
have 
been very similar in doctrine, their 
chief ciff 'iencc being r» e n f govern­ 
ment. 
The Presbyterian chu rches are 
governed hv official bodies composed 
of pastors and ru ling elders, elected 
by th* people. 
The ru ling elders are 
chosen from among the male mem­ 
bers of the congregations 
and 
the 
pastooj are ordained to the ministry 
after having completed satisfactory 
cou rses in college and theological sem­ 
inary. 
It is believed by chu rch lead­ 
ers that a u nion of the Presbyterian 
and Congregational bodies wou ld be 
a benefit by enlarged nu mbers and 
more power 
in 
the 
New 
England 
states, where it has very few chu rches 
now. and the Congregational chinches 
wou ld be benefited by more permanent 
organization 
The Congregational de­ 
nomination has 
grown 
so 
rapidly 
since its beginning in pre-Rovu lu tior.t- 
ary davs. that there is a desire on the 
part of soni* of its members for the 
establishment of a permanent natioral 
organization. 
However, since 
both 
Congregationalists and Presbyterians 
are of th* same Calvinistic faith many 
are in favor of drawing the two into 
organic u nion. 


It is of interest to note that John 
Robinson, the pastor, who accompan­ 
ied the P-lgrim fathers to Holland, had 
been a Piesbyterlaa in England, after 
he left the EstablLhod r hu rch of Eng­ 
land. 
When the Pilgrims came to the 
North American continent, they es­ 
tablished their own chu rch, which was 
the fou ndation of the present Congre- 
gational denomination, the followers 
of which are 
to he 
fou nd 
in many 
cou ntries of the world. 


On the su rface, the matter nf con­ 
solidation between the northern and 
sou thern branches of the Presbyterian 
chu rch wou ld seem to be very simple.

perity of the en tire commun ity an d in ­ 
creases the palatability of our meats. 
A soun d method that is capable of in 
creasin g the return s of farmers in a 
sin gle coun ty by $ 100,000 n eed s but a 
fair trial.

Copper Carbon ate Will 
Preven t Smut on Oats 
The copper carbon ate treatmen t for 
smut may be applied -to hull-less oats 
in the same man n er as for wheat. To 
apply the treatmen t mix from two to 
four oun ces of the copper carbon ate 
thoroughly with each bushel of grain . 
Four it back an d forth between two 
tubs or milk can s to cover each seed 
with the d ust. 
Use n« » water ami 
plan t an y time without further rare. 
A barrel or box may be rigged tip to 
rotate like a barrel churn that wilt 
mix the seed thoroughly an d the work 
may he d ime easier an d more rapid ly. 
The formald ehyd e treatmen t may also 
be used on the hull-less variety in tin* 
same man n er as with the hulled oats.
